The Soviet Union will issue 
visas to a five-man Israeli con- 
sular delegation immediately af- 
ter the superpower summit, Vla- 
dimir Terrasov, deputy director 
of the Middle East Department 
in the Soviet Foreign Ministry, 
said yesterday in Geneva. 

Terrasov made the commit- 
ment to Nimrod Novik, Foreign 
Minister Peres's political advis- 
er, after Israel agreed to limit 
the delegations’ mandate to 
technical matters. 

The visas for the delegation had 
been held up for more than six 
months because of Israel's insis- 
tence that the group be given broad- 
er authority, including the right to 
issue visas to Soviet Jews. 

The Soviets apparently feared 
that this would bring the Israelis into 


.close contact with Soviet Jews wish- 


ing to emigrate and with Soviet Jew- 
ry in general, 

Sources in Jerusalem said that one 
way or another the mission would 
deal with Soviet Jewry. According 
to some reports, the delegation will 
continue to press for an expanded 
role after it arrives in Moscow. 


At an earlier meeting over the 
weekend, Terrasov clarified that the 
visas were not being granted be- 
cause Israel had deviated from the 
initial atcord on terms of reference 
for the delegation agreed to be- 
tween him and Novik six months 
ago in Helsinki. 

According to the terms. the Israe- 
fi mission would attend to such mi- 
nor affairs as checking the building 
that used to house the Israeli Em- 
bassy in Moscow until 1967, and 
which is still owned by the Israeli 
government, and observing the 
work of the Israeli section in the 
Dutch Embassy in Moscow.

TEL AVIV — Health Minister Sho- 
shana Arbeli-Almoslino accepts the

“The additional medical service is 
only a small part of the report.

Jewish history destroyed at 
Temple Mount, claim MKs

Students battle riot police in two Korean cities 


On Monday, hundreds of students hurled firebombs 
at a U.S. cultural centre in Kwangju, scene of a bloody 
civil ier α eight years ago. The government says 193 
persons in the Kwangju riots but dissidents say the 
figure was much higher. 

On Friday, seven students were arrested in Seoul after 
scaling the walls of the U.S. embassy and throwing 
home-made bombs. 


In recent days, tens of thousands of students have 
staged violent demonstrations for North Korea to be 
permitted to cn-host the Olympic games, due to open in 
Seoul on September 17, and have demanded an inter- 
Korean student meeting at the border village of Pap- 
munjom on June 10 to discuss reunification. 


SEOUL (Reuter). — Thousands of South Korean stu- 
dents hurling rocks and fire bombs yesterday battled riot 
police in two cities in anti-government protests, witness-

THARWAT OKASHAH pob- 
lished a sensational book in Cairo a 
few weeks ago. Okashah, 2 confi- 
dant of Gamal Abdel Nasser and 
one of the members of the Officers’ 
Revolution that overthrew the 
Egyptian monarchy, was his coun- 
try’s ambassador to France and later 
served as minister of education. In 
his bopk, My Memories from Poli- 
tics and Education, Okashah reveals 
hitherto unknown details about dis- 
putes in the Egyptian leadership, 
mtrigues among the Free Officers 
and about his role in the revolution. 
What may interest the Israelis in 
this book is the revelation of his 
secret meetings on behalf of Nasser 
with an Israeli citizen, Yosef Golan- 
Golden. a private adviser to Nahum 
Goldmann. They spoke about the 
peace process, with the aim of ar- 
Yanging 4 meeting between Nasser 
The meetings, initiated by Goid- 
mann, began before the 1956 Oper- 
ation Kadesh (Sinai ign) and 
continued long after. Okashah 
writes that Goldmann’s 
appear rather strange and fascinat- 
ing even today, 30 years later, 
Okashah writes that as mili 
attache in Paris in 1956, he met Go-

Israel now, after having discovered 
that military force cannot solve basic 
problems, should find other ways 
than military to achieve its goals.” 

Golan asked Dayan for his views 
about how to reach understanding 
with Egypt. Dayan thought the im- 
Mediate issue was.for Israel to ac- 
cept the principle that there was no 
other way. Golden also wanted to 
know Dayan’s views concerning the 
Arab countries’ allegation that Isra- 
el was a tool of imperialism and 
concerning Israel's readiness to join 
the Positive Neutral Bloc led by 
Nehru, Tito and Nasser., 

According to Golan, Dayan be- 
lieved in the fatter idea but won- 
dered whether the Arab countries 
would accept Israel if it announced | 
‘its intention to join the bloc. Golan 
answered that it depended on the 
solution of two problems'— the bor- 
ders and the Arab refugees. Dayan 
then quoted from a Quaker report 
to the effect that 50 per cent of the 
refugees refused to return to Israel 
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- Nahum Goldmann’s attempts to meet with Nasser in 
the 1950s are detailed in a book recently published in 
‘Egypt by a confidant of the former president.

“Our next meeting on Monday, 


March 24, 1958 was held at the em- 


bassy in Rome. Golden told me that 
he had just arrived from Israel and 
wished to inform me about the 
forthcoming election in Israel, and 
the changes that might occur conse- 
quently and positively affect the 
peace problem in the region. 
“Nahum Goldmann, still in Isra- 
el, requested Golden to meet with 
me and ask how one could stop the 
cycle of violence. Goldmann added 
that it had become clear in Israel 
that Nasser was the only Arab lead- 
er who could be a partner for talks, 
and that the union between Syria 
and Egypt was a development which 
Israel bad to consider... 
_ “According to Golden, there 
were two alternatives. Either Nasser 
intends to destroy Israel, and we 


_ don't think this is his intention, or 


he will reach an understanding with 
Israel. However, if the former is his 
intention, there is no point in our 
discussions. As for the latter, Gold- 
mann is willing to meet Nasser any- 
where and offers the opening of a 


. border between Syria and Egypt via 


Israel, in exchange for free passage 
of Israeli ships through the Suez Ca- 
nal. The meeting between the two 
leaders could be the opening of seri- 
ous valuable talks about the prob- 
lems in the region and the solution 
acceptable to both parties. 

“Regarding the corridor proposi- 
tion, I answered that it seemed a 
futile discussion since one could not 
accept ἃ corridor which was all un- 
der Israeli control. Golden inter- 
rupted saying that the corridor was 
not the final solution but was a be- 
ginning... 

“The following encounter was on 
May 31. Golan told me that Gold- 
mann had spent the last six months 
in Israel trying to foster opposition 
to Ben-Gurion’s policy based on the 
slogan that chances peace with 
Arab countries are nil, and that 
Goldmann has succeded in lessening 
significantly Ben-Gurion’s influence 
in this area. 

“The main purpose of Golan’s 
visit was to know whether the lead- 
ers of the ‘United Arab‘ Republic 
intended to try to reach a peaceful 
settlement with Israel. In that case, 
Goldmann was willing to relinquish 
his American citizenship and join 
the election campaign against Ben- 
Gurion under the slogan of a new

policy towards the Arab countries. 
In that case, Arab public opinion 
should be prepared adequately for 
peace. Goldmann was therefore 
prepared, as he proposed before, to 
meet with Nasser: but if the Arab 
feaders had no intentions of reach- 
ing a constructive settlement, Gold- 
mann saw no reason for that elector- 
al campaign.” 


THARWAT OKASHAH does not 
disclose what his answer to Golan 
was but states that the contacts were 
not discontinued. Golden informed 
Okashah that Goldmann, who was 
in Italy for medical treatment. was 
still hesitant about the solution to be 
adopted as there were three 
alternatives: 

O To get involved in Israeli politics 
against Ben-Gurion. 

ΠῚ To go along with Ben-Gurion's 
policy. 

O To keep out of Israeli politics. as 
advised by the Jewish Agency. 

Golan concluded his conversation 
by saying that Goldmann’s choice 
would depend upon Nasser's deci- 
ston as to whether to back Gold- 
mann’s leadership in a new policy 
based on Israeli-Arab understand- 
ing: in chat case, Goldmann would 
be willing to meet with Arab dele- 
gates during his stay in Italy. 

Okashah does not relate his an- 
swer, but it is obvious that it was not 
positive, Otherwise, there might 
have been a summit meeting be- 
tween Nasser and Goldmann in Italy 
or elsewhere. 

Therefore, it was clear that at that 
stage, Egypt wasn't interested in en- 
couraging the “forces of peace™ in 
Israel. Goldmann did not despair. 
His representative approached Oka- 
shah for an additional meeting. 

The additional meeting took 
place at the Egyptian Embassy in 
Rome on September 11. Golan ad- 
vocated Israel's integration into the 
Arab block to put an end to Arab 
fears and the problems existing be- 
tween both sides, and to establish 
peace and stability in the region. 
According to him, this integration 
could be achieved through UN reso- 
lutions of 1947-49, 

This programme could be an addi- 
tional stage in the integration of the 
West Bank into Jordan and this con- 
federation would be called “The 
State of Palestine.” This state would 
absorb all the refugees and its bor- 
ders would be agreed upon. Israel 
would pay indemnities to the 
refugees. 
‘Yosef Golan repeatedly described 
the dispute between Ben-Gurion 
and Goldmann and said that Gold- 
mann was willing to relinquish his 
American citizenship immediately 
and stand for election against Beu- 
Gurion on the basis of the new poli- 
cy provided that Arab public opin- 
ion be for peace with 
Israel. Golden reiterated his 
“boss's” willingness to meet with 
Nasser anytime and anywhere, Oka- 
shah states that Nahum Goldmann 
did not conceal his views. In May 
1958, the 10th anniversary of Israel,

Goldmann expressed his views pub- 
μεν τὸ the French weekly L'Ex- 
press and explained his goals and 
motives. He brought this interview 
to Egypt's attention in order to clari- 
fy his views to Egypt during its reas- 
sessment of its policy. 

Due τὸ the various views regard- 


ing these meetings, it was finally . 


decided that they would not be held 
with Okashah, an official represen- 
tative of his gavernment. 

Okashah mentions that this was 
the end of his involvement in the 
subject. He hints that there were 
additional meetings but with other 
Egyptian personalities. 


THARWAT OKASHAH does not 
conclude this chapter in his book 
without dropping another 
bombshell. 

He relates that on February 18, 
1958, he received a letter signed by 
Israel's ambassador to Italy, Eliyahu 

bearing the crest of the State 
of Israel. In his letter, Ambassador 
Sasson writes to his colleague that 
on February 10, 1958, the Voice of 
Cairo in Hebrew announced that 
with the completion of the union 
between the Arab countries, Israel 
would face two alternatives. Either 
it would be an isolated state under 
pressure, or it would be part of this 
union, 

Sasson ‘added: “We believe that 
joining this union would be possible. 
In that case. the Jews would be able 
fo maintain their internal indepen- 
dence and freedom as part of coop- 
eration within the union. Thus, 
there would be an end to the long 
bloody feud between the Arabs and 
the Israelis, and this would be the 
best solution for the Palestinian 
problem." 

The [srueli ambassador wished to 
receive official confirmation from 
an authorized source. like the Egyp- 
tian ambassador, whether the infor- 
mation broadcast by the Voice of 
Cairo was the official view of 
Egypt's leader. If it were. Ambassa- 
dor Sasson would be prepared to 
advise Prime Minister Ben-Gurion 
and Foreign Minister Galda Meir to 
analyse the statement thoroughly. 

Sasson added that he would willing- 
ty meet Ambassador Okashah to ela- 
borate on this issue. Sasson gave him 
his private telephone number and 
the hours when he could be reached. 
Okashah found out, after having 
asked for confirmation from Cairo, 
that the broadcast was the Hebrew 
announcer’s personal unauthorized 
initiative, which led to a more strin- 
gent control of the Hebrew broad- 
cast by the authorities. 

Okashahk does not mention in his 
book whether he contacted Sasson 
and passed on this information. This 
episode shows both Israel's and the 
Jewish Agency's endeavours to take 
advantage of any light or hope in 
order to further any possible peace 
process. 

If the reports are genuine, and 
there seems to be little room for 
doubt about their veracity, they 
show that some Jewish and Isrzeli 
authorities were prepared to pay ἃ 
heavy price for peace. .

A new scheme to intro- 
duce young people with 
Down's Syndrome into 
the community as care- 
takers of the elderly has 
dual benefits, reports 
Leah Abramowitz. 


PARENTS of retarded children 
have many worries. How can their 
children learn the skills of daily Jiv- 
ing that ordinary youngsters pick up 
automatically? How will their οἵ. 


spring be accepted in society? And’ 


what wil] become of them in the 
future, when their parents are old or 
no longer around to protect them? 

To attempt to deal with these 
problems, the Hadassah-Wizo-Ca- 
nadian Research Institute in Jerusa- 
lem, headed by Prof. Reuven Feur- 
stein (and hence popularly called 
the Feurstein Institute} has estab- 
lished a new programme designed to 
teach retarded young adults to live 
independently and be productive, 
working members of the community 
— as caretakers of the elderly. 

The Vocationa)] Training Care- 
giving Programme for the Elderly by 
Down’s Syndrome Individuals was 
begun only = November, but it is 
already proving to be a successful 
and popular δὲ eme, especially for 
the 10 participants, aged 18-25 who 
previously had led very sheltered 
lives 


“Most of these youngsters come 
from over-protective families,” says 
Debbie Zweibach, coordinator of 
the programme. “Their parents did 
everything for them, even brushing 
their teeth. It's hard for them to 
believe that their children are able 
to look after themselves, cook their 
own meals — with supervision — or. 
get to work on time without their 
help.” 

A very dedicated staff of 15 pro-~ 
fessionals have carefully planned ev- 
ery detail of the priest modifying 
it continuafly to achieve the goal, 
which, in Zweibach's words, is “to 
prepare organically-impaired young 
adults, to be contributing members 
of the community.” The staff’ in- 
cludes ‘a nurse, a social worker, a 
speech therapist, a psychologist, a 
leisure-time specialist and several 
teachers. Prof. Harvey Narrol, head 
of the Down’s Syndrome Institue, 
directs their interdisciplinary 
efforts. 


From Sunday to Thursday, the 10 
participants live in a youth hostel 
occupied by “young: people from 
around the world. Here, they learn 
to look after themselves. They clean 
their rooms, make their own beds, 
plan menus, shop together, cook 
and eat as a group under the super- 
vision of trained workers. 

Three days a week, they attend 
classes from 8.30 a.m. to 3 p.m. and 
twice a week they do apprentice 
work in a private home for the frail 
elderly or in three Melabev centres 
for the mentally impaired elderly. 
“They love the work,” says Zwei- 
bach enthusiastically. “For the first 
time in their lives they're helping 
someone else instead of being 
helped.” 

The coordinator relates that the 
students talk about “their patients” 
all the time. One 19-year-old whose 
sere of — was quite low 

re he joined the programme has 
become very attached to an old, 
Yiddish-speaking woman. He tells 
everyone about the blessings she 
gives him, and how they sit together 
αἱ the centre, sometimes holding 
hands. 

The youngsters help with the pro- 
gramme, converse with the elderly 
Participants, make tea, take people 
to the toilet, run errands and gener- 
ally make themselves. usefu). “I'm 
working now,” declares one of the 
young men proudly. “I take care of 
senior ‘citizens.” Still another told 
his family not to visit him at the 
centre, as it would interfere with his 
task as a care-giver. “Their self-es- 
teem has risen 100 per cent,” one of 
the staff related. “‘They have a goal 
in life.” 
᾿ Zweibach explains that the Leer 

arning” programme is designe 
partly to make the young adults bet- 
ter care-givers and partly to improve 
their cognitive and instrumental 
functioning. Thus, they learn about 
aging and tech to use with the 

rly. But they take classes in con- 
sumer skills, basic arithmetic and 
reading and current events.

In the afternoons they participate 
in leisure and cultural enrichment 
activities, including trips to the li- 
brary and the museum, arts and 
crafts, exercises and music apprecia- 
tion.

LIKE STUDENTS everywhere, 
they do homework in the evening or 
play games that can also be 
with old people.

ARAB schools, closed during the past four months because 
they were seen as hotbeds of the intifada, are reopening all 
over Judea and Samaria. The decision seems to reflect the 
somewhat relaxed view of the situation that now prevails in 
high places. The defence minister has himself on several recent 
occasions suggested that the intifada is taking a beating and 
will not jast long, even though it will take a political solution to 
assure true peace and security.

To be sure, graffiti, unlike firebombs, does not kill, nor even 
maim. And the stick-and-gun wielding IDF, unlike the Pales- 
tinian rock-throwers, has a legal monopoly of violence in the 
occupied territories. Although some of its provisions are hon- 
oured by Israel only in the breach, the Geneva Convention 
itself allows the IDF to keep law and order in the territories 
even by means that Israel has shunned. 

Yet it is hard to believe that the host of recently reported 
exceptions to Israeli norms of military conduct will have no 
long-term impact on the families of the nearly 200 Palestinians 
killed and the nearly 6,000 Palestinians jailed and detained in 


It may also be granted that the excesses, such as they have 
been, of Israel's troops have not deserved the prominence and 
criticism they received abroad. Especially not when these 
excesses are set against the incomparably worse savagery in 
other places that does not receive such world-wide promi- 
nence. The difference in treatment may partly be due to 
Israel's relative vulnerability as an open society, and partly
